tax.

I think doctors, lawyers, dentists, ex- 
prossmen, and all classes should con- 
tribute to the tax. 


M. J. Keller remarked: "When this 


license matter came up eleven years 
ago it was decided that the merchants 
must have some recognition in the city 
government. They first abolished Ih3 
merchants' license, so that all would 
have an equal footing. The arguments 
advanced at that time were that it was 
for the benefit of Oakland to encour- 
age business men. 
The principal im- 


pression of a town on a stranger is the 
appearance- of the business part of it. 
Where there was large business houses, 
goo.d streets and sidewalks, it.made a 
fine Impression. 
Of course, 
outside 


lawns, trees, etc., are very nice, but 
they do.not appeal so much to a stran- 
ger first entering a town. 'We want 
Oakland to flourish,.' It was said, 'and 
we should encourage.the merchants.' 


"The liquor ordinance and the mer- 


chants' . license were separate at that 
time. The merchants' license was tak- 
en up long.after the other and by a j 
different Council. Now the same con- 
ditions that, prevailed then prevail to- 
day. 
The encouragement at that time 


helped Oakland, and It will help now. 
No fair-minded citizen will think 
of 


taxing the .merchants further. 
They 


are 'taxed now more than, any other 
class.
